CAPTAIN TORNROTH ‘HONOURED 
BY ADMIRALTY 


BEAUTIFUL SILVER TROPHY, 

An' ' Amertean has been honoured. by 
the British Lords of the Admiralty. 
This would be rara in wartime, but 
most exceptional in time of peace. The 
circumstances make a story as thrill- 
ing as any romance.
